Third Party 
Candidates 
Haven't Won

WASHINGTON (AP) 


George C. Wallace's decision to 
run for president makes him the 
fifth major third-party candi- 
date of the 20th Century. None 
has come close to winning. 


But one, Theodore Roosevelt, 


ran a strong second In 1912 and 
had a lot to do with Woodrow 
Wilson's victory. 


The others were less success- 


ful. Sen. Robert LaFollette Sr. 
•won only his home state of Wis- 
consin In 1924. In 1948, States 
Rights party candidate Strom 
Thurmond and Progressive par- 
ty nominee Henry A. Wallace 
failed to prevent President Har- 
ry S. Truman's re-election. 


George Wallace declared In 


announcing his candidacy last 
week he thinks he can win. 


The former Alabama gover- 


nor noted that with three candi- 
dates In the race he could win a 
state's entire electoral vote with 
as little as 34 per cent of Its 
popular vote. 


While Wallace's estimate of 


his own political strength may 
be optimistic, his knowledge of 
history was accurate. 


In 1912, Roosevelt failed to 


wrest the Republican nomina- 
tion from President William H. 
Taft, his chosen successor four 
years earlier. He fprm$d&the 
Progressive 
party 
and ran 


against Taft and Wilson, the 
Democratic candidate. 


Wilson carried 40 states with 


435 electoral votes, to six with 
88 votes for Roosevelt and two 
with eight votes for Taft. 


But In 26 of those 40 states, 


Wilson polled less than half of 
the combined vote and was vic- 
torious solely because of the 
GOP split. These Included such 
key states as New York, Illinois 
and Ohio. 


Wilson's popular 
vote —G,« 


286,214— was less than the com- 
bined total of 7,699,942 for the 
two Republicans. It was even 
less than the 6,409,106 polled In 
1908 by Democrat William Jen- 
nings Bryan when he lost to 
Taft, who drew 7,679,006 and 
had an electoral majority of 321 
to 162. 


In 1924, LaFollette ran against

Calvin 


Coolldge and Democrat John W. 
Davis, 
The 
senator 
polled 


4,822,856 votes to 15,725,016for 
Coolldge and8,385,586for Davis, 


Of the 35 states Coolldge car- 


rled, he won 13 with less than 50 
per cent of the vote, mostly 
small 
border 
and Western 


states. The ones he carried out- 
right Included all the big states, 


Thurmond's 1948 candidacy 


stemmed from the Democratic 
National Convention's adoption 
of a strong civil-rights platform, 
The then-South Carolina gover- 
nor captured control of the reg« 
ular Democratic machinery and 
electoral 
votes of Alabama, 


Louisiana, Mississippi and hts 
home state, 


In the same election, Henry 


Wallace polled 509,559 votes in 
New York, which Republican 
nominee Thomas E« Dewey car* 
ried by about 60,000 votes. But 
Truman won the election by 
carrying California by 17,000 
votes and Ohio by 7,000 despite 
strong Wallace showings, 


If Truman had lost those two 


states, the ejection would have 
been thrown Into the House for 
the first time since 1824, since

NEW YORK (AP) - Men are 


busy today collecting tons of 
garbage rotting on New York 
City's streets. That's about all 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller and 
Mayor John V. Lindsay agree 
on. 


Differences between the two 


nationally prominent Republi- 
cans escalated over the week- 
end, 
spurred by Rockefeller's 


action Saturday night to end the 
city's 9-day, illegal strike by the 
Uniformed Sanitationmen's As- 
sociation. 


Rockefeller, in an unprece- 


dented move, placed the city's 
10,000 sanilationmen understate 
control and put them back on 
the streets. By ' then, garbage 
had a 10-to/jl edge^onjhe collec- 
tors—10 tonsforeachman. 


Lindsay, ^already; fuming be- 


cause Rockefeller balked at the 
mayor's request for a National 
Guard call-up, exploded at the 
state takeover, calling it un- 
sound and a threat to every city 
in the nation. 


The plan, Lindsay said, was a 


"direct and dangerous threat to 
home rule."

A hint about public sentiment 


on the Lindsay-Rockefeller con- 
frontation came Sunday night 
when the handsome congress- 
man-turned-mayor got a stand- 
ing ovation at the formal open- 
ing of the new Madison Square 
Garden. 


Aides to the mayor said tele- 


grams to Lindsay ran 178-15 in 
his favor, and calls to the May- 
or's Action Center backed his 
stand 3,249-62. Rockefeller aides 
said a wuve of unfavorable mes- 
sages to the governor turned in 
his favor after he got the gar* 
bage collectors back on the 
street, but they said they had 
no specific figures.

Visitors to his Senate office 


find a portrait of Lincoln In a 
•prominent position on Byrd's 
desk, emblazoned on the front of 
his leather-covered appointment 


book. 


"I'm a great admirer of Lin- 


coln," he said. "When 1 see one 
like this in a stationery store, I 
buy it." 


One of Byrd's hobbles Is histo- 


ry, and much of his reading has 
been concerned 
with 
Lincoln 


and his time, the senator said. 


"What was perhaps our most 


tragic era—tragic because of 
this war which was a fight with- 
in the family, so to speak— pro- 
duced two of the greatest lead- 
ers we have had: Lincoln and 
Rober E. Lee." 


Byrd, a newspaper publisher 


and former editor, said he ad« 
mires Lincoln not only as a 
strong and compassionate lead- 
er but also as a literary flgure. 


"His ability to write with such 


conciseness 
impressed 
me 


greatly," he said. "So many of 
his remarks had such common 
sense to them." 


Byrd, whose family has roots 


deep In Virginia history, said he 
finds no embarrassment in be- 
ing an admirer of the Civil War 
president. 


Richmond was the capital of 


the Confederacy, much of the 
state was ravaged by the war 
and the final surrender of South- 
ern forces was at Appomattox 
Court House, Va. 


But, Byrd noted, Lincoln also 


had roots in Virginia. His father 
was' from the ShenandoaH Val- 
ley, not far from Byrd's home.
